SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Tq  the  School   Committee  of  Chatham: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  third 
annual  report  as  superintendent  of  your  schools. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  Table  of  Statistics  of  Attend- 
ance, which  shows  by  comparison  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  an  increase  in  the  average  membership,  an  increase  in 
the  average  attendance,  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
attendance,  and  a  decrease  of  1,498  in  the  half-day  absences. 
As  a  pupil's  interest  in  his  school  is  measured  to  some  ex- 
tent by  his  voluntary  attendance,  and  as  his  attendance 
stimulates  his  interest  in  the  school,  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  data  like  the  above,  and  proper,  perhaps,  to  refer  to 
it  as  visible  evidence  of  a  healthy  and  progressive  school 
spirit. 

We  are  now  entered  upon  the  school  year  of  1905-6,  with 
seven  new  teachers.  All  of  the  seven  vacancies  came  about 
by  the  resignation  of  teachers  who  are  now  employed  else- 
where or  are  doing  professional  work  in  higher  institutions 
of  learning.  Three  of  the  seven  vacancies  occurred  in  the 
small  primary  schools,  wdiere  the  salary  is  too  low  to  tempt 
teachers  of  training  or  experience,  and  are  filled  by  bright 
High  school  graduates  who  are  doing  the  work  required  with 
fidelity  and  enthusiasm.     The  other  vacancies  occurred  in 
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the  High  school,  where  Mr.  Cushman,  a  college  and  normal 
school  graduate,  was  elected  as  principal,  and  Miss  Stratton, 
a  college  graduate,  as  assistant ;  in  the  Chatham  Seventh 
Grade  room,  where  Miss  Springer,  a  college  graduate,  was 
elected,  and  in  the  South  Chatham  Grammar  school,  to 
which  Miss  Sias,  a  normal  school  graduate,  was  elected. 
Thus,  notwithstanding  the  many  changes  in  the  teaching 
force,  we  have  a  reasonable  right  to  expect  a  successful 
year's  work. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  action  of  the  committee  .in  pro- 
moting Miss  Annie  Slavin  to  the  eighth  grade,  in  part 
because  it  gives  the  seventh  grade  pupils  with  whom  she 
worked  last  year,  another  year  with  this  excellent  teacher, 
and  in  part  because  I  consider  the  eighth  grade  one  of  the 
most  important  and  difficult  grades  above  the  strictly  pri- 
mary, and  as  such  requiring  a  strong,  professional  teacher. 

Of  the  present  teachers  who  were  with  us  last  year,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  they  have  my  entire  conlidence,  and 
that  they  are  doing  the  same  strong  work  and  with  the  same 
faithfulness  as  last  year. 

It  was  not  a  change  of  policy,  but  an  expediency  to 
equalize  the  number  of  pupils  in  two  schools,  that  led  to 
requiring  the  fourth  grade  pupils  from  the  Atwood  section 
to  attend  the  intermediate  school  in  the  High  school  build- 
ing. By  this  change  Miss  Ryder  now  has  three  grades  with 
26  pupils,  instead  of  four  with  40  pupils;  and  Miss  Smith 
has  two  grades  with  25  pupils,  instead  of  one  grade  with  11 
pupils.  The  result  of  this  division  is  entirely  satisfactory 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  pupil,  for  whom  the  schools 
exist,  and  it  is  especially  pleasing  to  recall  that  there  has 
been  little  if  any  opposition  by  the  parents. 

I  have  for  a  long  time  felt  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  a 
special   instructor   in  Drawing  and  Music  in  the  Chatham 
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schools.  Drawing  is  a  required  subject,  and  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  facts  that  music  is  so  universally  taught 
in  the  State  as  to  make  it  almost  a  necessity  in  the  schools 
where  it  is  not  taught  systematically  : 

There  are  354  cities  and  towns  in  the  state. 

Vocal  music  is  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of  insti'uction 
in  all  the  schools  of  270  cities  and  towns. 

These  270  cities  and  towns  contain  96.8  percent,  of  all  the 
pupils  in  the  State. 

In  the  remaining  84  towns  where  music  is  not  a  required 
study,  it  is  taught  in  a  considerable  number  of  schools  by 
teachers  who  are  musically  inclined. 

Thus,  3.2  per  cent,  only  of  the  pupils  of  Massachusetts  do 
not  receive  systematic  instruction  in  music. 

Of  the  introduction  of  Drawing  as  a  required  subject  it 
has  been  said :  "In  a  Commonwealth  so  largely  dependent 
for  its  material  prosperity  on  manufacturing  industries,  it 
was  the  plain  duty  of  the  State  to  offer  training  for  the  eye 
and  hand." 

And  of  the  value  of  Music,  here  is  what  is  said  in  a  recent 
report  on  the  Teaching  of  Music  in  the  Public  Schools  of 
Massachusetts  to  the  Committee  on  Music  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  :  "  There  are  members  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion who  believe  that  the  ear  has  a  no  less  useful  office  in  life 
than  the  eye.  Through  the  spoken  word,  by  the  living 
voice,  we  come  into  the  closest  possible  communication  with 
our  fellows ;  and  when  the  common  elements  of  sound  exist- 
ing in  the  world  all  about  us  are  raised  and  glorified  by  the 
art  of  music,  an  avenue  of  life  is  open  which  knows  no  end. 
Especially  in  a  materialistic  age  does  the  art  of  music  be- 
come of  great  importance  in  providing  food  for  the  growth 
of  that  spiritual  life,  without  which  a  free  commonwealth 
cannot  exist."     And,  "It  gives  them  an  opportunity  to  use 
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their  talent  in  giving  pleasure  to  others — a  matter  of  consid- 
erable importance  in  education." 

I  am  in  accord  with  the  sentiment  of  the  State  on  the 
value  of  Drawing  and  Music  in  the  public  schools ;  and 
while  I  appreciate  the  efforts  of  individual  teachers  who  are 
teaching  both  these  subjects  in  Chatham,  I  yet  believe  these 
subjects  can  never  acquire  their  proper  standing  with  other 
school  subjects  without  the  aid  of  an  instructor  professional- 
ly trained  to  teach  them.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that 
Chatham  unite  with  other  towns,  preferably,  I  think,  the 
other  toAvns  of  this  superintendency  district,  in  the  employ- 
ment of  an  instructor  of  Drawing  and  Music. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  friendliness  you 
have  shown  the  teachers  and  myself  in  our  administration  of 
the  educational  interests  of  Chatham,  and  for  your  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  same.

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hours  of  7  p.  m.  to  11  or  12  p.  m.,  together  with  their  visits 
at  !ill  public  gntherings  held  in  said  town,  and  at  all  times  to 
be  on  the  watch  for  any  violation  of  the  law  against  the  good 
order  and  reputation  of  our  town),  said  officers  to  have  full 
power  to  act  as  given  by  the  statutes  of  Massachusetts,  and 
make  a  suitable  appropriation  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 
(By  request.) 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  to  build  a 
rollway  or  skidway  over  the  dike  at  the  cut  through  south  of 
the  village.      (By  request). 

Art.  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  rights  of  the  town  in  herring  fish- 
eries and  to  report  what  action  is  necessary  thereon.  (By 
request.) 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road 
as  laid  out  anew  by  the  Road  Commissioners  at  North  Chat- 
ham on  the  petition  of  Edmund  S.  Kendrick  and  others  and 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  same.      (By  request.) 

Art.  31.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  relation 
to  the  care  of  the  water  near  the  store  of  E.  T.  Bearse  and 
others.      (By  request.) 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Twenty  Dollars  for  repairing  and  hardening  the 
road  which  leads  from  Village  Hall  to  the  shore  of  the  Mill 
Creek.      (By  request.)
